Lewis  and  his  wife  Tracw 
were  appointed  as  missionaries  in  2001. 
The  couple  from  Dallas  has  two  sons. 

For  me  past  decade,  Lewis  has  led 
AIDS-relatea  ministries  in  Zambia,  join¬ 
ing  forces  with  clinics  like  Cirde  of  Hope. 
The  Lottie  Moon  Christinas  Ofiering  and 
the  C(x>pmtive  Pre^am  fund  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries'  work  overseas. 

Having  AIDS  is  no  loriger  the  automatic 
death  sentence  it  once  wms,  Lewis  says. 
"We  Ve  seen  people  up  off  their  skk  M 
ttid  walk,"  he  says.  The  gre^  avail^>ility 
of  antiretroviral  tfierapy  is  saving  lives."

Additkmally  volunteers  at 
the  convention-owned  mis¬ 
sion  house  in  Port-au-Prince 
will  begin  assembling  zip- 
lock  bags  with  sugar;  s2t  and 
water  pnirification  tablets  to 
distribute  through  the 
churches  to  needy  families. 

The  convention  stafi  has 
priftted  50,000  brochures  in  both 
French  Creole  and  English  on 
preventicn  and  treatment  of  die 


diseaae  which  will  be  distribuled 
through  the  churches^  drawing 
on  resources  prepared  by  die 
U5.  Centers  for  Dwfssr  GbntioL

Additionally,  Wilbanks  said 
Iwdration  is  necessary  to  help 
those  who  have  the  disease  to 
overcome  it.  With  bags  of 
water  supplies,  church  mem¬ 
bers  with  diolera  can  be  treat¬ 
ed  by  remaining  hydrated  to 
lessen  the  need  or  treatment  at 
overcrowded  hospitals. 

While  in  Hai^  WUbanks 
heard  reports  and  assessed 
damage  from  Hurricane 
Tomas.  While  there  were  *li^ 
ited  deaths  due  to  the  flood¬ 
ing,  every  association  experi¬ 
enced  some  devastation  mast- 
ly  from  floodiM  and  niahmg 
water,*  he  siua.  Many  new 
churdiej  lost  their  tam  rooii. 

Ihe  conventicn  has  been  CM 
ing  ior  the  hunger  needs  in  die 
hardest  hit  aieas^  Wilbanks 
repotted.  Rke  that  was  pievioas- 
ly  purchased  and  atoasd  ineadi 
assodalion  was  released  and  dis¬ 
tributed  by  churches  to  people  in 
heavily  damaged  regions. 

Frei^  containers  of  Buckets 
of  Hope  have  been  moved  into 
the  areas  and  currently  are 
being  distiibuted  to  families. 
The  budgets,  filled  with  a 
week's  supply  of  food  aid,  were 
prepared  oy  Southern  Baptists 
tn  response  to  the  Tan.

Christians  and  other  religious 
minorities.'  Radio  said. 

Meanwhile,  police  suspect 
two  MusHm  extremists  shot  a 
Christian  to  death  in  Pakistan's 
Pun^i^  province  shortly  after 
the  victim  was  granted  osil  in 
another  blasphemy  case  —  and 
leas  than  a  week  after  Islamist 
militants  IdDed  four  members 
of  a  Christian  family  for  their 
faith  in  the  same  province.

Latif  Masih,  22,  died  after 
two  men  with  pistols  shot  him 
near  his  home  in  Godhpuz  a 
village  111  kilometers  (69 
miles)  northeast  of  Lahore.

Christmas  ad  campaign  rankles  British  pro-abortionists 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  An 
advertising  campaign 

desimed  to  help  p)eople  focus 
on  Christ  at  Chiistmas  will 
portray  an  ultrasound  scan  of 
the  Son  of  God  in  His  moth¬ 
er's  womb  on  British  bill¬ 
boards  in  December,  despite 
criticism  that  it  promotes  an 
anti-abortion  message. 

The  advertisement  shows  a 
sonc^am  image  of  an  unborn 
child  widi  a  halo  around  his 
head.  The  message  at  the  top 
of  the  ad  says,  ^e's  on  His^ 
way/  while  the  text  at  the 
bottom  reads,  ^Christmas 
starts  with  Christ.^ 

Promoters  of  Baby  Scan 
Jesus,  as  they  have  named  the 
ad,  hope  it  will  read\  40  mil¬ 
lion  prople  from  more  than 
2,000  billboard  and  poster 
sites  Dec  6-20  in  England, 
according  to  the  Guardian,  a 
British  newspaper. 

A  critic  called  the  ad 
incredibly  nafve.  "The  image 
is  too  specifically  associated 
with  pro-lifers  to  be  seen  in  a 
beni^  context.  They  should 
go  back  to  angels  and  cribs," 
said  Terry  Sanderson,  director 
of  the  National  Secular 
SodeW,  the  Guardian  report¬ 
ed  in  June  in  one  of  its  stories 
about  the  ad. 

Trustees  for 

ChurchAds.net,  the  ecumeni- 
^cal  chari^  behind  the  cam- 
r  paign,  said  the  ad  "is  not,  in 
any  way,  designed  to  ei^er 
support  or  caximaign  against 
abortion."  The  poster 
-"iftftounces  the  imminent 
"  birth  of  the  Christ  child  in  the 


way  that  many  modern-day 
parents  choose  to  announce 
the  coming  birth  of  their  own 
child,"  they  said  in  a  written 
statement. 

A  British  pro-life  leader, 
however,  saw  the  ad  as  a 
"wondcf/ful  help  in  changing 
people's  minds  in  the  aMr- 
tioo  Issue  This  is  not  a  cluster 
of  but  a  human  person 
and  it  just  happens  to  oe  the 
God  man  Jesus...  That  is  a 
very,  veiy  powerful  statement 
;  that  will  strike  a  chord  with 
die  general  population,"  said 
John  Smeaton  of  the  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  Unborn 
Children,  according  to  the 
Guardian. 

Jonathan  Edwards,  general 
secretary  of  the  Baptist  Union 
of  Great  Britain,  commended 
the  ad:  "The  picture  of  a  scan 
is  one  of  the  most  defining 
moments  of  a  pregnancy 
these  days  —  irs  mil  of 
promise  and  anticipation.  I'm 
delighted  to  see  this  year's 
Chrutmas  advert  and  pray  it 
will  encourage  many  people 
to  sit  up  and  take  note  of  the 
Christmas  message." 

Meanwhle  in  America, 
LeRoy  Carhart  plans  to  take 
his  late-term  aoortion  busi¬ 
ness  to  other  states  after  a 
new  Nebraska  law  banning 
the  procedure  at  20  weeks  of 
prej^ancy  took  effect. 

Cariiart  of  Bellevue,  Neb., 
told  the  Omaha  World-Herald 
he  plans  to  begin  providing 
late-term  abortions  at  new 
ntTftCS  m  the  Washington, 
D.C.,  area  and  Cotmdl  Bluffs, 


Iowa.  He  also  plans  to  expand 
an  abortion  facility  in 
I  Indianapolis. 

Carhart  told  The 
Washington  Post,  "The  laws 
are'  more  favorable  in  these 
other  jurisdictions,  and  we're 
going  to  do  the  maximum  the 
law  allows." 

The  new  Nebraska  law  — 
the  Pain-capable  Unborn 
Child  Protection  Act  that  took 
effect  Oct.  15  —  establishes  a 
new  standard  in  abortion 
bans.  Rather  dian  setting  the 
benchmark  at  fetal  viabmty, 
which  can  be  22-24  weeks, 
Nebraska's  law  utilizes  evi¬ 
dence  that  an  unborn  child 
experiences  pain  at  20  weeks 
for  its  guideline. 

Julie  Schmit-Albin,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  Nebraska 
Right  to  Life,  said  Carhart's 
move  to  other  states  demon¬ 
strates  the  effectiveness  of  the 
new  law.  "It's  interesting  to  us 
that  Carhart  needed  to 
expand  to  three  other  states  to 
apply  his  late-term  abortion 
trend,"  she  said,  according  to 
the  World-Herald. 

In  another  development. 
Planned  Parenthood 

Federation  of  America,  the 
count's  leading  provider  of 
abortions,  continues  to  be  in 
the  news,  often  in  a  negative 
light.  According  to  recent 
reports.  Planned  Parenthood 
ot  the  Inland  Northwest 
agreed  to  pay  $345,000  to  the 
state  of  Washington  in  a  set¬ 
tlement  regarding  claims  the 
organization  had  billed  to 
Medicaid.
